We learn that the graded school 
for whites in Ralelgh township will 
be opened in July. We give place 
to the fullowing extract from a letter 
from Miss Rebecca T. Bacon, of New 
Haven Connecticut, relating to this 
matter. Miss B. it wi!l be recollect= 
ed, visited Raleigh a few years since, 
and exerted herself to the end that a 
free schoo! of a _ order for whites 
be established here. But to the 
extract: ‘The maiter of which 
your letter treats is one that has in- 
terested me for some time, and 
about three years ago, on the invi- 


tation of leading genilemen. of 
Raleigh, 1 visited that city 
in the hope. ot establishing 


such a school as you are now. 
working for. My visit was followed 
by one ‘rom the eminent ecretary 
of Edugation for Connecticut, Rev. 
B. G. Northrep, whose public ad- 
dresses awakened much interest in 
the undertaking; and for a time the 
prospect of opening the school at the 
Governor’s mansion, in the autumn 
of ’73, seemed encouraging. But 
there were the same obstacles in the 
way that you speak of nuw, and the 
plan bad to be given up. I trust you 
will asueceed better this time. * * 
* Ifthere be any way in whieh I 
can assist your undertaking I shall 
be very glad.’’ Here is the daughter 
of a Yale professor, we believe, stand- 
ing ready to assist you, people of 
Raleigh; and you know that Miss 
Bradley's school in Wilmington’ has 
been from the first, supported by a 
wealthy lady of Boston, who, witha 
rare and noble liberality, has paid 
the teachers and built the school- 
house. The school committee are 
husbanding the school money for 
this school, the mansion has been 
rented, and now resolve that you 
will do something yourselves. Let 
the Boys’ and Girls’ Weekly contain 
the pictures of distinguished pupils 
of the Raleigh graded school, from 


the families of our workipgmen.

The truth of 
the statement was not denied, and 
yet the jury brought in verdiet 
against defendant for eizglit hundred 
pounds «damages. The utterance 
Was ho doubt shown to have been 
malicious, made with the intent to 
Gaamage the plaintiff Had the state- 
ment been false, the damages would 
no doubt have been greater. The 
meanest specimen of the genus is 
one who utters falsehoods to damage 
the business reputation of those en- 
gaged in the same profession or call- 
ing with himself. By this act he 
virtually confesses his own inferiori- 
ty to the party assailed, and his con- 
scious inability to sueceed by fair 
and honorable competition.

What it Will Provide Fore-No More 
Contraction of Bank Circulation, 


Some idea of the character of the 
proposed Non-partisan Currency bill, 
to which leading De2mocrats’ will 
agree, and of which some mention 
has already been made in the Tribune, 
may be gathered from an amend- 
ment in the nature of asubstitute for 
the silver bill offered in the House 
to-day by Mr. Morrison.
